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General Telephone switches 
to electronic system 


In 30 seconds at 2:30 a.m. Saturday morning 
General Telephone Company in Sierra Madre switched 
over to an electronic system. In those moments the 
cable-cutting silenced the traditional clicking 
noise in the old system and began a smooth running 
noiseless system. And in an office that connects 
57,000 calls daily, that is a lot of noise reduction. 

The transaction included over 8300 Sierra Madre 
residents and businesses and the cost of the new 
computerized, digital switching system is $8.2 million. 

The system is called a GTD-5 EAX (electronic 
automatic exchange). 

“We’re confident customers will welcome the 
improved call-processing features of the GTD-5,” 
said Chuck Beckwith, General Telephone’s district 
manager/community relations. “There will be faster 
and more accurate completing of calls. It will 


handle a greater volume of calls and is less sub¬ 
ject to transmission noise and distortion than 
previous switching equipment.” 

He continued, “Because the switching system 
is computerized, customers may notice that their 
dial tone sounds slightly different,” Beckwith ex¬ 
plained. He added that Custom Calling features 
such as Call Waiting, Call Forwarding, Three-Way 
Calling and Speed Calling will be available to those 
customers who request this service through their 
local GTE service office. 

The new system can also accommodate Equal 
Access, which will be available to Sierra Madre 
customers on Nov. 28. Equal Access enables cus¬ 
tomers to select a preferred long-distance company 
to handle “one-plus” calls beyond the area served 
by General Telephone.

Phantom radio station tunes in locally 


There is another phantom in the city of Sierra 
Madre. This time it’s a radio station. And it’s 
real. Not that the Sierra Madre City College, Sierra 
Madre Yacht Club, Sierra Madre SWAT Team 
and the Sierra Madre United Global Airlines aren’t 
real. Of course, they are. 

It’s just that on special occasions you can 
actually hear this radio station. In fact, the owner, 
who will be referred to as “Jack Cheese,” moved 
to Sierra Madre over two years ago so the elevation 
would expand his FM capabilities. 

“I got more than 1 bargained for. It (the 
listening territory) covers the valley and sneaks 
over the hills to Orange County,” Cheese told The 
News. 

Z104 (the logo), which is interchangeable with 
Wi hours of music on each deck. So the station 
is an experimental broadcast station that the Federal 
Communications Commision (FCC) has not found 
yet. 

“I sound legitimate. I don’t horse around on the 
air, telling jokes, and I don’t play dirty records. 
It’s easy listening music that people enjoy hearing,” 
Cheese said. 

One look at his setup makes one think this is 
truly a professional station. Well, it is in a way. 
There are five tape decks with recorded music, 
Wi hours of music on each deck. So the station 
stays on six to seven hours before the tapes run 
out. It needs no disc jockey even though Cheese 
can break in at any time. He adds his own commer¬ 
cials, the station I.D., the weather report at any 
time as well as various other bits and pieces with¬ 
in the music. 

He tries to vary the tape reels so those 
listening have a variety. One reel might be hits of 
the week, another the hits of last month, and the 
other three are reels of older music. 

The greatest fun is “putting it all together, mak¬ 
ing it sound authentic.” And to check out his 
“territory” he puts on his station and drives around 
the area to see where he can hear the station. Since 
FM radio is the line of sight he can get out as far as 
20 miles here in Sierra Madre’s elevation. In flat 
lands the station would reach only about two miles. 

The tape deck and the entire “guts” of the 
operation are in one room of his home with storage 
in the closet.The transmitter is in the garage and 
there is an antenna on top of the garage. Since 
there are many ham operators in Sierra Madre, 
there are many antennas around town is it’s not 
easy to spot Jack Cheese’s operation. 

You’re asking, “When do we get to hear 
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the station?” Had you been listening Hallo¬ 
ween night you would have caught six hours of 
old radio shows: “Life of Riley,” “The Joe E. 
Brown Show,” “The Shadow,” “Lights Out,” and 
H.G. Wells’ “War of the Worlds” starring Orson 
Welles. 

Cheese will grind up his operation once again 
on New Years Eve, beginning about 10 a.m. for 
the regular music. He plans a 12-hour show that 
will feature the history of rock ‘n’ roll radio. This 
music is form the ’50s and ’60s. 

What kind of training does he have? “What 
training?” he grinned. “I’ve been into electronic and 
ham radio stuff since I was 10 years old. When 1 
was 11 1 got my first ham license. It’s one of those 
things. When it’s in you, you just do it. I guess 
I’m one of the lucky people able to make a living 
out of what 1 love to do for a hobby. My work 
and hobby blend together.” 

Actually, Cheese has his first class broadcast 
engineering license issued by the FCC. The station 
meets all technical standards per FCC rules. In other 
words, the sound quality of KCHZ is equal to that 
of any other professional broadcast station. 

Before moving to Sierra Madre he worked as a 
programming sydicator, supplying pre-recorded 
music tapes to radio stations all over the counrty. 
Two weeks after Cheese moved to Sierra Madre 
his company moved out-of-state and he chose not 
to join them. He became an equipment manufacturer 
of “little black boxes” which are pieces of equip¬ 
ment making it possible for one part of radio equip¬ 
ment to interface with other parts. It would work 
much like one type of computer which is made to 
interface with another brand through a catalyst¬ 
like piece of equipment that both brands tolerate. 

He had actually started the business two years 
ago and simply enlarged the business so he could 
work out of his home here. So far he says he is lucky

because he and his wife of two years, Bonnie, are 
able to live on what he makes from the business. 

What is the equipment in his radio station 
worth? “$20,000 to $25,000 but I didn’t buy it. I’m

and for other trade magazines mostly promoting his 
“little black boxes.” 

He is from Hastings Ranch and said he started 
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your holiday entertainment with 
Nordic party helpers who attend 
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his first radio station when he was 12 years old. 
He purchased a Heath kit that would connect to 
a record player and he broadcast under KHGL, 
860 AM. 

He calls his station “The Occasional Voice of 
the Foothills,” and swears to keep the station on 
the air until he is caught — if he is caught. Let’s hope 
he never is.

Tour to Japan proves 
friendliness, warmth 


“Because the people of 
Japan are so warm, car¬ 
ing and polite,” Jean 
Phillips, kindergarten 
teacher at Arcadia’s Ca- 
mino Grove Elementary 
School, “did not feel like 
a stranger in a foreign 
country” when she par¬ 
ticipated in the “U.S. 
Educators to Japan” 
program last summer. 

/ Sponsored by the Japan 
Business Association 
(JBA), the 18 - day cul- 
rural exchange found 16 
educators from Southern 
.'California join other 
iteachers and administra¬ 
tors from around the 
•country for a total of 41 
participants. 

The purpose of the 
.program, according to 
JBA, is to express the 
sincere gratitude of Jap¬ 
anese parents whose chil¬ 
dren are attending Ameri¬ 
can schools for the un¬ 
tiring services extended 
to the non-English speak¬ 
ing students. 

Camino Grove was se¬ 
lected to participate be¬ 
cause of the percentage 
of Japanese nationals en¬ 
rolled at the school. Last 
year there were 16 fami¬ 
lies in the school; and 
Phillips had six Jap¬ 
anese students in her 
class. 

While in Japan, she 
was met by the fami¬ 
lies of her former stu¬ 
dents, making her feel at 
home. 


Phillips was impressed ] 
with that is called the 
re-entry school for Jap¬ 
anese students who have 
studied in another coun¬ 
try and have returned to 
Japan. She noted that it 
was interesting to listen 
to the re-entry students 
as they brought with them 
accents of the countries 
where they had lived be¬ 
fore returning to Japan. 

Phillips and her hus¬ 
band, John, a thorough¬ 
bred broker, went to the 
Kabuki theater in Tokyo, 
ate Shabu-Shabu (which 
she predicts to be the 
next “in” thing in food), 
slept on a tatami floor 
and took part in a tea 
ceremony as they learned 
about real Japanese home 
life and culture. 

The six - city tour 
provided a comprehen¬ 
sive exposure to Japan 
with visits to historical 
and cultural highlights 
and to industrial, govern¬ 
mental and business faci¬ 
lities. 

As the first educator 
group to be invited to go 
to Hiroshima, they were 
met by government rep¬ 
resentatives who “made 
them feel comfortable” in 
what could have been an 
awkward situation as 
they visted what the 
Japanese call the “Peace 
Memorial.” 

Phillips, who has been 
teaching in Arcadia for 
almost 36 years, began

Earthquake victims receive assistance

Country Oaks Escrow 


State Department of 
Social Services (SDSS) 
Director Linda S. 
McMahon announced 
the first mailing of checks 
to victims of the Southern 
California earthquake. 
Quake victims eligible 
for benefits under the 
Individual and Family 
Grant Program (IFGP) 
can expect to begin 
receiving checks in the 
mail later this week. 

“Earthquake victims 
who have received a 
grant award letter from 
the Department’s IFGP,” 
commented McMahon, 
“can expect to receive 
a grant check within 
10 to 14 days from 


the date printed on 
their notices.” Con¬ 
tinuing, she said, “It’s 
gratifying to be able to 
respond quickly to the 
needs of some of the 
quake victims. Hope¬ 
fully, IFGP grants will 
help the eligible Cali¬ 
fornians to overcome 
the trauma of a devasta¬ 
ting earthquake and to 
continue on with their 
lives in a positive 
manner.” 

The first checks mailed 
to eligible applicants 
were mailed from Sacra¬ 
mento on Wednesday, 
Oct. 28. An individual 
or family can be granted 
up to $5000 under the 


IFGP. The grant is a 
cash benefit and does not 
have to be repaid. 

By law, the IFGP is 
intended to meet only the 
necessary expenses and 
unmet serious needs of 
applicants who suffered 
damage or losses as a 
direct result of the Oct. 
1, Southern California 
earthquake or any of its 
aftershocks. The pro¬ 
gram does not cover per¬ 
sonal property items 
such as stereos, videp 
cassette players and/cfc 
tape recorders. 

However, the pro¬ 
gram does include 
payment for medical 
expenses incurred by 


applicants as a result 
of the earthquake. Some 
of the eligible expenses 
include, but are not 
limited to, the replace¬ 
ment of eyeglasses, pre¬ 
scription medicines, 
various medically re-
